1 . \ (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An apparatus for receiving a plurality of programs, 
comprising: 

userWerface means for selecting a program from said plurality of programs; and for 
s e l e cting an uW action; 

an on screen user option to both purchase and record the selected program; 
a controlleV in response to a first user action for selecting a first program for recording, 
stores said first program in a first list representing a list of programs to be recorded, and in 
response to a second uW action selecting said on screen user option for selecting a second 
program for both purchasing and recording, stores said second program on a second list 
epresenting a list of programs purchased and also stores said second program on said first list. 

2. (ORIGINAL) TheVpparatus of claim 1 wherein said first list includes a timer conflict 
indication for programs having atimer conflict. 

3. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 1 wherein said first list includes a purchase 
indication for said second program. 

4. (ORIGINAL) The apparatusAof claim 1 wherein said controller first determines 
whether there is a timer conflict between said second program and another program on said first 
list before storing said second program on said first list. 

5. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 4 wherein said controller prompts a user to 
resolve said timer conflict if said timer conflict exists. 

6. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An apparatus for processing a program, comprising: 
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on screen display means for displaying a first list representing programs selected for 
recording; 

on scr^ten user control option for selecting to both purchase and record a proeram: 
on screen (display means for displaying a second list representing programs selected for 

purchasing and recording; and 

user control mc\ns for entering said program into said first and second lists; and 
control means, in response to selection of said user control option, enters said user entry 

ef said program into said second list; and automatically enters said program into said first list. 

7. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 6 wherein said first list includes a timer conflict 
indication for programs having a timer conflict. 

8. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim 6 wherein said first list includes a purchase 
dication for said program. 

9. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus oKclaim 6 wherein said controller first determines 
whether there is a timer conflict between saia second program and another program on said first 
list before entering said program on said first lis 

10. (ORIGINAL) The apparatus of claim <X wherein said controller prompts a user to 
resolve said timer conflict if said timer conflict exist^ 

1 1 . (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An apparatu^or processing a program plurality of 
program s, comprising: 

user interface means for selecting a said program fi^m said plurality of programs and for 
s e lecting an user action ; 

an on screen user option to both purchase and record saity program ; 
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controller, in response to a first user action for canceling a first program for recording, 
removes sfaid first program from a first list representing a list of programs to be r e corded, and in 
response to a^s e cond user action for canceling a second said program for purchasing removes 
said second program from a second first list representing a list of programs purchased and atee 
automatically removes said s e cond program from said first a second list representing a list of 
proerams to be recoroed . 

12. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) An apparatus for processing a program, comprising: 
on screen display m^ans for displaying a first list representing programs selected for 
recording; 

first user control means for selecting to both purchase and record a program: 
on screen display means fon^isplaying a second list representing programs selected for 
rchasing; 



second user control means for removing said a selected program from said first and 
second lists; and 

control means, in response to said userVemoval of said program from said second list, 
automatically removes said program from said fiW list. 

13. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A methoc^for processing a plurality of programs, 
comprising: 

selecting a first program for recording from said ^urality of programs; 
storing said first program in a first list; 
selecting a second program for both purchasing and recording ; 

receiving a selection of a displayed user option for both purchasing and recording of the 
selected second program: 
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storing said second program in a second list; and 
stoniig said second program in said first list. 

14. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 13 further comprising the step of determining 
whether there is^timer conflict between said second program and another program on said first 
list before storing s\id second program on said first list. 

15. (ORIGINAL) The method of claim 14 further comprising the step of prompting a 
user to resolve said timenconflict if said timer conflict exists. 

16. (CURRENTLY ^MENDED) A method for processing a plurality of programs, 
comprising: 

selecting a first program f^j removing from a first list representing a list of programs te 
lected for recording; 

selecting a second program for ^moving from a second list representing a list of 
programs purchased; 

determining whether said second program also appears on said first list; and 
removing, automatically, said second program from said first list if said second program 
appears on said first list. 

17. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) A method coprocessing a program, comprising: 
removing, in response to a user command, said program from a first list of programs 

representing programs scheduled for recording; 

determining whether said program is also a purchase&program; and 
removin g, automatically said program from a second lis\of programs representing 

purchased programs, if said program is a purchased program. 
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
